The county officials are preparing 
to make distribution of the dog tax 
fund, representing the accumulation 
over the past year. The money, total- 
ing over $10,000, will be divided pro 
rata among the school districts, the 
respective sums being based on the 
amount collected in the borough or 
township less the expenses incurred 
by the county for the assessment, the 
advertisement of those dogs for whom 
a license has been issued and Tor 
whatever outlay arose in fees to con- 
stables for dogs that had to be killed 
by reason of non-payment of taxes. 

In some instances the school dis- 
tricts will receive considerably more 
than has been their share in former 
years. This is especially so in those 
districts where little dog tax has been 
paid heretofore and where the can- 
vass of the assessor, under the new 
law. brought forth many additional 
payments, sums which far overstep- 
ped the expense item in the districts.

The glory of suburban life is in the j 
trees and the flowers of the commun- I 
ity.

To Pupils and Parents: 

It requires something of a jolt to 
teach some pupils that they have been 
neglecting the main purpose of their 
coming to High School. The smaller 
number of studies in High School 
sometimes misleads pupils into think- 
ing that they can get along with a 
smaller amount of study than in gram- 
mar school, but the reverse is surely 
true, since the subjects present so 
many new phases and new ideas. The 
study periods seem so much longer in 



comparison that pupils sometimes 
think they can get along entirely with- 
out home study — this, and the fact 
that they are left more to themselves 
in the preparation of their work. This 
is a delusion of the first magnitude. 
There is not one pupil in a hundred 
that can adequately prepare his les- 
sons in school. Parents are advised 
I to assume that their children are not 
| the exceptions. The home influences 
should be brought to bear to insist 
on home preparation and a modified 
participation in social life so that 
there shall be time for some study at 
home. Unless the High School ses- 
sions shall be lengthened consider- 
ably, several hours of home work will 
be needed. The pupil with right 
ideas and a true sense of values will 
not be overwhelmed by one failure. 
There are some who cannot atone for 
a partial failure if that is their deter- 
mination.
